POLYGAMY IN UTAH. 
Special Diapatch te The Chicago Tribune. 
Wasuinertor, D. C., Feb. 15.—Senator Ed- 
munds hoped this morning that he would be 
able to pass the bill reported by him from the 
Committee on the Judiciary for the abolish- 
ment of polygamy before the close of the day’s 
session, but the business hour was frittered 
away in a debate on the appointment of some 
additional messengers, and then Senator 
Call, of Florida. delivered a set speech on a 
resolution indorsing the Arrears-of-Pension 
bill, so that the afternoon was well advanced 
before Mr. Edmunds got the floor. 
Those who had expected to * 
the bill be 
contented himself with the simple explana- 
tion of some of Its most sweeping features. 
It is a bill amending a section of the Revised 
Statutes in reference to bigamy, and it has 
been drawn with such care that, should it be 
enacted, 
BIGAMY IN UTAH WILL BE IMPOSSIBLE. 
In any prosecution for polygamy it is a suffi- 
cient cause of challenge to any person drawn 


as a juror that he has been living unlawfully | 


with more than one woman, or that he be- 
lieves it right for a man to bave more 
than one living and undivorced wife 
at the same time. The President 
is authorized to grant amnesty to offenders 
against this act, and the issue of polygamous 
marriage, known as Mormon marriage, are 
legitimate. No polygamist, bigamist, or any 
person living unlawfully with more than one 
woman, and no woman living unlawfully 
with any polygamist, or bigamist, in any 
Territory, shall be entitled to vote at any 
election held atany such Territory or other 
place, or be eligible for election or appoint- 
ment to, or be entitled to hold any office of 
public trust, honor, or emolument in any 
such Territory or place, or under the United 
States. Provision is made that all the regis- 
tration and election offices of every descrip- 
tion in the Territory of Utah 
ARE DECLARED VACANT, 
and each and every duty relating to registra- 
tion of voters, the conduct of elections, the 
receiving or rejection of votes. and the can- 
vassing and returning of the same shall, until 
other provision be made by the Legislative 
Assembly of said Territory, be performed 
by a board of five persons, to be appointed 
by the President, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, all of whom shall 
not be members of one political party. 
The members of this board are to each 
receive a Salary at the rate of $3,000 per an- 
num, and they will have supreme power un- 
tila Legislative Assembly shall be elected 
not containing any polygamists. The 
bill was opposed by Senator Vest and sev- 
eral other Democrats on constitutional 
grounds.

IN THE HOUSE. 
A LONG DEBATE ON APPORTIONMENT, WITH 
SOME NOTABLE SPEECHES.

Wasuineron, D. C., Feb. 15.—The House 
of Representatives devoted itself steadily to- 
day to its legitimate duties, a fact for which 
Mr. Burrows, of Michigan, deserves consid- 
erable credit. It is the fashion, every morn- 
ing after the reading of the journal, for from 
ten to furty members to create confusion by 
calling upon the Speaker to recognize them, 
for the sake of allowing them to introduce 
bills for reference, or to attempt to pass, un- 
der unanimous consent, bills out of their 
regular order. Usually, from half 
an hour to an hour of the time 
of the House is thus wasted. 
This morning Mr. Barrows calledz the reg- 
ular order, and insisted upon it. He re- 
mained in the House throughout the day, 
and steadily adhered to his plan of keeping 
members in the regular line of business. As 
a consequence of this, nearly five hours was 
devoted to a steady discussion of the Appor- 
tionment bill, which was the regular order 
of the day. Members have generally at last 
realized what was apparent to every intelli-

Unless there should 
soon bea revision of the Internal Revenue 
and Tariff laws, he believed the prosperity 
of the country would not last, but that worse 
disasters than those of 1873 would overtake 
us. He also declared that Congress must 
stop the business of private legislation. In 
the course of an excellent speech upon the 
bill, Mr. Snerwin, of Illinois, said the 
first five apportionments were made 
under what is now called the new method,” 
and while that method was approved by such 
men as Washington, Jefferson, and Randolph 
he recognized the fact that this House would 
not adopt it, and he, therefore, devoted him- 
self to a consideration of the total number of 
Representatives to be fixed upon. Opposing 
S16 as a number which would give the 
Southern Democratic States an advantage of 
three, and admitting that the number 319 
would do exact justice as between political 


parties, 
MR. SHERWIN 

said that, considering that the old method 
would be adopted, he believed that justice and 
the new and growing States of Kansas, Iowa, 
and Wisconsin demanded that each should 
receive an additional Representative. This, 
however, would give the Republicans the 
same political advantage that 316 would give 
to the Democrats. By increasing the total 
number to 325, however, the political balance 
would again be restored, because the addi- 
tional members would go to the States of 
South Carolina, Texas, and New York, the 
additional New York Representative going 
SITHER TO NEW YORK CITY OR BROOKLYN, 
both of which are Democratic. He, there- 
fore, advocated 325. Mr. Williams, of Wis- 
consin, made a short speech, proving con- 
clftsively that the population of that State 
has increased rapidly during the last two 
years, and that she therefore ought to re- 
ceive an additional Representative. He 
favored 33. Brumm, a new member from 
Pennsylvania, and a Greenbacker, made 
an effusive speech to show that un- 
der the Constituuon giving to each 
State without regard to population 
an equal voice in the Senate; the swaller 
States, like Delawareand Rhode Island, have 
already a superabundance of political powe 
He, therefore, argued that, going as far 
the Constitution would permit, the House of 
Representatives could curtail the representa- 
tion in the House of the smaller States, and 
give whatever additional representation was 
possible to the mighty States,“ as he called 
them. Tilman of South Carolina, a rather 
obscure and quiet member, made 

THE SPEECH OF THE DAY. 
He had evidently studied the subject thor- 
oughly, and he brought forward an array of 
facts and a mass of information which made 
a great impression upon the House. The 
proposition he advocated was rather startling 
as well as novel. Starting with the se 
that the larger the representative body the 


better tha chance for honest legislation, Mr. 


Tilman advocated un increase in the number 
of Representatives to 600. He glorified the 
towuship system of New England, and de- 
clared the large Legislatures of the New 
England States were a bar to jobbery, while 
the smaller Legislatures of Pennsylvania 
and New York offered 
A PREMIUM TO TWEEDISM. 

He compared the political theories of 
Adams, Hamilton, and Jefferson, and in an 
eloquent manner described dahn Adams as 
the man whodid more for civil liberty in 
America than any other man who ever drew 
breath upon it. Mr. Tilman also advocated 
doubling the number of Representatives, be- 
cause the present number is unable to per- 
form the duties required. ‘The chamber was 
almost deserted when Tilman commenced 
his speech, but when he finished nearly 
every member was in his seat or standing in 
the aisle, listening with eagcr attention, and 
when he sat down, the members thronged 
around him, and for some minutes the busi- 
ness of the House was practically at a stand- 
still while he heid an impromptu reception. 

MR. SAMUEL COX 
offered an amendment to fix the number of 
Representatives at 319, the same number that 
the Republicans succeeded, after a long 
parliamentary struggle in getting the House 
to adopt last year, and which the Demo- 
cratic majority in the Senate prevented frum 
becoming a law by smothering it in com- 
mittee. An arrangement was made where- 
by, after two hours’ more debate tomorrow 
morniny, the previous question will be called 
upon the bill and amendments and voting 
will begin. There is a prospect, therefore, 
that the bill will be passed tomorrow, or at 
least the subject will be disposed of in some 
way. The Democrats will almost solidly 
support the Bill fixing the number at 
any increase over 
that. A majority of the Republicans are in- 
clined to insist on 325, but it is doubtful 
whether they will be able to carryit. The 
probabilities appear to be that 321 or 323 will 
be the number finally selected.

DAKOTA. 
REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON TERRITO- 
RIBS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WasHINGToN, D. C., Feb. 15.—The House 
Committee on Territories today agreed, by a 
party vote, to report the bill for the admis- 
slon of Southern Dakota as a State. The 
Democratic members of the committee will 
probably not make a minority report, 
although they reserve the right to do so, and 
to oppose the bill in the House. The com- 
mittee have received several communica- 
tions and protests from leading advocates of 
woman’s suffrage, demanding that the En- 
abling act shall contain a provision requiring 
the new State to confer the right of suffrage 
upon women. Members of the committee 
are disposed to think a matter of such 
importance should de referred to 
the people of the State itself, as they will be 
clothed with power, after its admission to 
the Union, to say who shall be citizens and 
vote. The following is the text of the ma- 
jority report: 

The Committee on Territories, to whom was 
reterrod House B. Uu 1,886, to enable the people of 
Dakota to form a constitution and State Gov- 
ernment, and for the admission of the State 
to the Union on equal foot with the origi-

80,000 SQUARE MILES,

THE VARIOUS MEASURES IN CONGRESS OF 
INTEREST TO FARMERS. 
Spectac Despatcn to The Chtoago Tribune 

Wasuineron, D. C., Feb. 15.—The agri- 
cultural interests of the country will receive 
at least the usual share of attention from 
this Congress. Following the agitation in 
the last Congress to erect the Department of 
Agriculture into an Executive Department, 
there have come during the early days of 
this session the recommendations of the 
President's message us to the attention to be 
given the saggestions of the Commissioner 
of Agricuiture on the capacity of the de- 
partment for greater usefulness; and a num- 
ber ot bills looking to the enlargement of 
the powers and duties of the department. 
Among these is the bill offered by Le Fevre, 
of Ohio, to 
REORGANIZE THE DEPARTMENT OF Am- 

CULTURE 


by making it an Executive Department, with 
its chiet officer a member of the Cabinet, to 
be known as the Secretary of Agriculture, 
and providing in its organization for a di- 
vision of Chemistry, of Statistics, of En- 
tomology, of Veterinary Surgery, of Exper- 
imentation with Seeds and Piants, of For- 
estry, of Techuology, and of Butany—each 
under the management of officers chosen for 
their familiarity with the special subject. 

Another is a bill offered by Updegraff, of 
Onio, which proposes to make the Cominis- 
sioner of Agricuiture a member of the Cab- 
inet, and his department an Executive De- 
partment with 

FIVE PRINCIPAL BUREAUS: 
one for the collection vf information relative 
to Agriculture; the second to be called the

A FOURTH BILAL. 

for the reorganization of the department has 
beev submitted by Representative Muldrow.

It also 
provides for an Assistant Secretary, who shall 
be a practical agricuiturist, to be appointed

at every regular session, the agricultural 
statistics of the United States, including 
those relating to laoor, to the transportation 
and freight of agricultural products, live- 
stock, and manufactured articles, and to the 
location and number of manufactures, with 
their sources of raw material and their 
markets. 

in the Senate, Mr. Davis, of West Virginia, 
has introduced a bill eof a kindred character 
to these, providing for the creation of a De- 
partment of Agriculture and Cemmerce, to 
be an Executive Department, and its chief a 
member of the Cabinet. The bill proposes to 
transfer to the new department ali the offi- 
cers, clerks, employés, and agents of the 
present Department of Agriculture, and of 
the bureaus now under the control of the 
Secretary of the Interior and of the Treas- 
ury having to deal with the management of 
the lighthouse service, the coast-survey 
service, the life-saving service, the marine 
hospital service, the public lands, the geo- 
logical surveys, and the railroads, and to the 
officers of the new department all the powers 
and duties now devolved upon the officers of 
these several divisions of the public service. 
To sum up the provisions of this bill it pro- 
poses to charge this new Department of 
Agriculture and Commerce wiih the

In addition to the bills for the reorganiza- 
tion of the Department of Agriculture, there 
has been introduced in both branches of 
Congress bills looking to the’ promotion of 
agticultural interests in other directions.

The Ticket-Commission Reform. 
ers Perfect Their First 
Agreement, 


And Hereafter Wilt Not pay Commissions 
to Agents of Roads inthe 


Speculations as to the Future—What 
the Outside Roads Will Do—A 
Stalwart Kicker. 


The Inspection Burean Adopts Less Ob- 
jectionable Rules for the Exam- 


ination of Packages. 


The Question of a Sale of New York & 
New Encland Stock Held by 
Massachusetts. 


The Ticket-Commission Reform Com- 
bination Agrees Not to Pay Commis- 
sions Hereatter to Agents of Roads in 
the Combination—A Spiri.less Meeting. 
The ticket-commission reform meeting at 

the Grand Pacific Hotel yesterday was not as 

numerously attended as the first meeting, held 
in this city about two months ago. Out of the 
forty-five roads which bave joined the ticket- 
reform combination, only about twenty-five 
were represented by their General Passenger 
Agente; but many of the others had sent 
proxies, and deciared their intention to abide by 
any action the meeting might take. The small 
attendance is not construed to be due toa de- 
crease in the ardor of the roads for accomplish- 
ing the reform, or because they think that the 
movement is a failure, but because the General 
Passenger Agents of a number of the roads 
were unable to attend on account of 
more urgent business at home. The absence 
of the representatives of the Eastern trunk 
lines was due to the fact that these lines have 
virtually agreed upon a pool on their passenger 
business for a term ot five years. If this ar- 
rangement is curried out they will no longer 
find it necessary to pay commissions for the salo 
of tickets to agents, and will adolish the system 
for their lines, no matter what their Western 
connections mightdo. Those who were present 
were as strongly in favor of accomplishing the 
mucbh-desired reform as ever, and they were 
willing to go to any extent practicable to obtain 
the desired result. It does not transpire that 
any of the lines which have signed the original 
agreement bave Weakened in the least, but 
there are a few of the roads which seem to be 
afraid to snow their hand for fear that ticket 
ageots might discriminate against them, and for 
this reason they stay away from the mect- 
ings. Yet if any headway is made and 
the movement proves a success these lines will 
be in the front ranke of the reformers, and will 
claim that if it bad not been for their efforts the 
reform would never have been accomplished. 
The agreement entered into in this city about 
two mout s ago simply provided that the roads 
parties to itshould not allow their agents to re- 
ceive any commission or remunératon from 
other lines for the sale of tickets. It was found 
that this agreement did not go far enough, as it 
allowed the ruads to offer or pay commissions to 
the agents thus prohibited from receiving them, 

and for this reason would lead ultimately to a 

—— of bribery and corruption much more 

objectionable than the old commission system. 

Therefore. this meeting was calied to strengthen 

the arrangement, by adopting a resoluuon 

that the rouds parties to the agreement should 

not offer or pay commissions to agents who 

were prohibited from receiving such remunera- 
u 


non. 

The meeting was organized by the election of 
Mr. W. H. Dixon as airman. Mr. Dixon 
stated the object of the mecting, and gave a 
satisfactory account of the way made in 
the reform movement since its inauguration. 
He expressed the hope that the meeting would 
take such steps as would tead to strengthen the 
old arrangement and do away with its most 
objectionabie feature. He feilt contident that, 
if the roads now piled tothe reform would 
remain steadfast, work unitedly to car 

much-desired reform, new roads 
steadily come to the front and be- 
parties to the agreement, and the 
present moveme nt would be crowned witb suc- 
cess, in —< the many obstacies thrown in 
the way by — P= who were trying to 
gain the goqd will of ticket agents by opposing 
it, and thus make capital for their roads. 

The question of entering into an agreement 
to stop paying commissions to agents of roads 
in the combination was discussed at some 
length, and finally the following resolution was 
adopted by an almost unanimous vote: 

Resvi ved, Ibat each ruilroad com any party 
heretoj agrees that it will notin any Way, direci- 
ly or indirectly, commissions or other re- 
muut ration to any ticket agent, or to any person 
for bim, who is now or may be in the employ of 
any railroad company party to this agreement, 
and that this agreement shall be in force and 
effect at once. 

The following resolution was adopted:

made this day tu all railroad companies parties 
to the agreement of Dec. 18. 1881, and ask them 
to become parties to this addition, and that he

Much is expected from the New York meeting. 
If the Eastern trunk lines perfect their pool it 
is quite certain that they will come into that 
meeting and use all their influence to make the 
ticket-commission refurm general. Boston 
roads have lately been moving to stop the pay- 
ment of commissions for the sale of tickets 
from that int, and they will no doubt also 
come into the New York meeting and aid in 
making the reform general. Much, however, 
depends upon the result of the movement for 
the formation of a trunk-line pool. Should 
such pool not be formed, the Erie. Grand Trunk. 
and Baltimore & Obio will insist upon paying 
commissions, and in this event the entire work 
thus far accomplis

Devising New Rules fer the Examina- 
tion of P .ckages Sent to the Rallroads 


for Shipment , 

The “Inspection Bureau,“ organized a short 
time ago, to examine packages sent to the va- 
rious ~oads leading west from this city for ship- 
ment, and to find out whether they contain arti- 
cles different from those marked on the package 
or described in the way-bill, held a meeting 
vesterday at the office of the Western 
Ralilway Weighing Association, for the 
purpose of devising more satisfactory 
rules for the inspection of packages. The mode 
of inspection, as oracticed by the Inspectors 
during January, gave much annoyance to ship- 
pers, and the publication of the names of certain 
bardware Orms, which it was claimed had tat- 
tempted to defraud the roads, caused a whirl- 
wind of indignation. Thereupon the hardware 
mercbants held a meeting, and appointed a com- 
mittee to visit the General Freight Agents of the 
various roads comprising the bureau,“ and 
demand a change io the mode of inspection, as 
the manner in which the business had been done 
was caiculated to injure the business of the 
merebants seriously. Several of the firms wuo 
were mentioned as having tried to defraud the 
roads, declared that they bad no intention what- 
ever of committing any wrong. In one instance, 
half a dozen razors were found in a package, 
and for this reason the shippers were 
charged for tools, instead of hardware, on 
the whole package. In several other instances 
where slight mistakes were made in packing the 
goods, similar action was taken. The freight 
representatives of the various roads admitted 
that the Inspectors bad viaced a wrong con- 
struction upon the rules, and consequently this 
meeting was called for the purpose of rectify- 
ing the evil complained of, and to devise rules 
that would be more — ay 4 to shippers.

THE ANTI-POLYGAMY IL. 


| Much of the time of the National Senate 


Swas given up yesterday to the consideration 
of a bill reported from the Judiciary Com- 
mittee to amend the laws relating to polyg- 
amy. Mr. Edmunds is Chairman of the 
committee, and he had charge of the bill on 
the floor of the Senate. His great ability as 
a lawyer and his familiarity with the rules 
of procedure secure for him the attention 
of the Senate whenever he chooses to speak. 
But he is apt to adopt an arbitrary and dic- 
tatorial manner when acting as a member of 


against his leadership. Mr. Edmunds“ evi 
dent desire to ferce this bill through the Sen- 
ate is understood te be due to his anxiety to 
get away and attend to his private law busi- 
ness, and the Senators who have no such 
pressing demands upon their time are not 
dispused to accommodate themselves to his 
convenience. This is the secret of the jeal- 
ousy of his leadership that was exhibited 
yesterday. 

The bill itself, though it has been reported 
from the ablest committee in the Senate, and 
has the support of the best lawyers on both 
sides, is very imperfectly adapted to accom- 
plish the suppression of polygamy. It de- 
fines the crime of polygamy, and provides a 
penalty therefor; excludes advocates or 
apvlogists for polygamy from juries to try 
such offenses; authorizes the President to 
grant amnesty for past offenses; disqualifies 
polygamists, bigamists, and persons cohab- 
iting with more than one woman” from 
voting or holaing office; vacates all election 
and registration offices, and provides for the 
appointment by the President of a registra- 
tion board to pass upon the eligibility of 
voters and persons elected to the Territorial 
Legislature at the next elecuon. After this 
election, however, the bill hands the legisia- 
tive power of the Territories over to the body 
there chosen. It may decide upon the quali- 
fications of its own members, fill offices made 
vacant by the operation of this act, and abol- 
ish the Returning Board or provide a substi- 
tate for it. 

The great constitutional lawyers of the 
Senate and those who believe themselves to 
be so occupied the afternoon in discussion 
of the questions suggested by this bill. Sen- 
ator Vest, of Missouri, complacentiy read 
from the Dred Seott decision of unfragrant 
memory to prove that Congress has no power 


-| over the citizens of the Territories any more 


than over the citizens of the States. Senator 
Cali, of Florida, and his colleague, Senator 
Jones, both of whom aspire to fame as 
Wepsterian expounders of the Constitution, 
were exceedingly emphatie and diffuse in ex- 
pression of their views, and Senator Morgan, 
of Aiabama, exhibited an alarming disposi- 
tion to argue all the reserved powers from 
the bottom up. It seems to a spectator an 
amazing thing that Florida and Alabama 
should have se much constitutional learning 
to the square acre, and New York and Penn- 
Sylvania so little. 

The real objection to the Edmunds bil! is 
not that it is obnoxious to any of the pro- 
visions of the Constitution. Senators Ed- 
munds, Bayard, and Gariand, three of the 
soundest lawyers in the Senate, conclusively 
demonstrated that the power of Congress 
under the Constitution “to make all needful 
rules and regulations respecting the territory 
or other property belonging to the United 
States is plenary and complete. ‘ihe bill is 
entirely consonant to the Constitution. The 
objection to it is it does not go far enough. 
It contewpiates the creation of a new Gov- 
ernment in Utah, but i¢ dees not insure that 
the Government so created shall de anti- 
Mormon. Under the provisions of this bill 
the monogamous Mormons of Utah may 
elect both Houses of the Territorial Legis- 
lature on a general ticket, and a control of 
Territorial affairs by the Mormoy Churth 
will be as complete as ever. The theocracy 
which Mr. Bayard. s0 eloquentiy denounced 
will be shorn of none of its powers. It will 
do by deputies all it now does by principals, 

Many of the leading members of the House 
are dissatisfied with the Senate bill. Mr, 
Willits, of Michigan, proposes to amend it, 
at the proper ume. by substituting a perma 
nent Board of Commissioners, like the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Board, for the whole Terri-

THE WHISKY T 

The whisky lobby at Ae digni- 
fied as “the delegation representing the Na- 
tional Distillers’ ami Spirit-Dealers’ Associa- 
tion,“ has succeeded in having a bill of its 
Own preparation introducet which reduces 
the tax on distilled spirits from 9) cents to 50 
ceuts per gallou after Aug. 1, 1882, and pro- 
vides other conditions as to the deposit of 
whisky in bonded warehouses and the im- 
ports of liquors, which are especially favora- 
ble to the manufacturers and dealers in 
whisky. Mr. Carlisle, of Kentucky, intro- 
duced the bill, which goes to the Committee 
on Ways and Means, where it is expected it 
will receive an indorsement from a majority 
made up by a combination of those on the 
committee who represent the high-tariff in- 
terests of Pennsylvania and the representa- 
tives of the whisky interests of the South. 
Keiley, Errett, and Randall are all Penn- 
Sylvania men; Carliste of Kentacky, Tucker 
of Virginia, and Speer of Georgia are 
all Southern men; these members of the 
committee are in favor of the proposed re- 
duction in the whisky tax. It is said that 
Morrison, of Lilinois, will reinforce the un- 
holy alliance between Pennsylvania and the 
South, and by his vote furnish the necessary 
majority in committee, If this shall prove 
to be true, Mr. Morrison will be found in 
worse company than he usually keeps, and 
he will show thereby that he has no more 
sincerity in the matter of tax-reform than his 
Democratic associates had a few years ago 
when they were in contro! in the House and 
tabled his scheme for tariff revision without 
stopping to discuss the question. 

Great stress is laid by the whisky lobby 
upon the humbug resolution representing 
that the tax of 50 cents per gallon on whisky 
will yield as large a revenue as the tax of 9 
cents, on the ground that the latter figure is 
in excess of the revenue standard, while the 
entire tax would be collected at the former 
rate. This fs a false pretense. No whisky 
tax can be collected without honest and effi- 
cient effort, no matter how small it may be. 
The moonshiners of the South would con- 
tinue to run their mountain stills if they 
could do 80, though the tax on whisky were 
only 10 cents a gallon: and the class of men 
who were implicated in the enormous whisky 
frauds of the North would steal from the 
Government at every opportunity and to any 
amount, large or small, which a lax or cor- 
rupt administration of the revenue system 
might permit. There is reason to believe 
that the recent and present collection of the 
whisky tax is very thorough; in such case 
the proposed reduction will be a surrender 
of 40 cents a gallon, or a revenue of more 
than $25,000,000 a year, which will go into 
the pockets of the distiliers and whisky-deal- 
ers, for the price of whisky to the consumers 
will not be any lower. The best evidence 
that the desired reduction in the tax is ex- 
pected to result in a material reduction of 
revenue may be found in the support which 
the measure is receiving from the higu-tariff 
people; they want the surplus revenue cut 
down by reducing the whisky tax, in order 

that the exorbitant exactions of the present 


‘tariff system may be maintained. If Messrs, 


Kelley, Randall, and Errett, the Pennsyl- 
vania members of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, had the smallest idea that a 5)-cent 
tax on whisky would yield as much revenue 
as the cent tax they would not urge the 
reduction, for such aresult would not an- 
swer their purpose, Moreover, it is ad- 
mitted by the whisky lobby and their Con- 
gressional representatives that the reduction 
now suggested is merely preliminary te the 
repeal of the entire tax, and they will 
scarcely develop the effrontery te contend 
that the tax may be repealed altogether and 
the revenue still be maintained. 
— — 
THE APPORTIONMENT AND THE ELECT- 
ORAL VOTE. 


The Apportionment bill was again consid- 
eredin the House yesterday, and went over 
until today, with the understanding that @ 
vote should be reached before adjournment. 
Mr. Sherwin, of Lilinois, made a pithy speech, 
declaring his personal preference to be in 
favor of a 822 bill, but admitting such a bill 
would give the Republicans a‘ partisan ad- 
vantage. This was freely confessed during 
debutes on this subject in the last session, 
and Sherwin eeuld not ignore the admissions 
then made, e still thought a 319 bill 
would be the fairest as between the sections 
that could be adopted, but it would seem 
harsh to stop short of the States of Tennes- 
see, Kansas, and Wisconsin, and it would be 
difficult to pass a bill that should jeave them 
out. Sherwin was prepared to go as high as 
$25 to take them in, and also South Carolina, 
Texas, and New York as counterweights. 
Such a bill could be put through the House 
without creating serious dissension in any 
quarter. 

A good deal of quiet figuring was going on 
among the members yesterday with refer- 
ence to the effect of this apportionment on 
the Electoral vote. It has been assumed that 
there is some choice between the 819, the 322, 
and the 325 bills in this respect, but such is 
not the case. On any of these apportion- 
ments New York and Indiana would hold 
the balance of power as between the North 
and South. The division on the basis of,319 
would be: The solid South (sixteen States), 
151 votes: the solid North (twenty 
States), 104 votes; New York and 
indiana, 80 votes; whole number of 
votes, 395; necessary to a choice, 198, 
The solid South, with New York and Ia- 
diana, will have 201 votes, or four more than 
amajority. The 322 bill would add three 
more to the Repu biiean side, and, if Dakota 
should be admitted, three more would be 
gained, making the whole number from the 
North, exclusive of New York and Indiana, 
200. But the number necessary for a ma- 
jority would then ‘be increased to 22, and 
the solid South, New York, and Indiana 
would bave 204. On the basis of 335 mem- 
bers in the House, these States would have 
207, 203 being necessary for a choice. 

These calculations are, to a great extent, 
misleading, and have no bearing on the 


merits of the question. The circumstances’ 


of the next Presidential election will be dif- 
ferent from those of the last decennis! 
period. The South will probably not con- 
tinue to de solid, Virginia baying broken 
away from it, nor is it safe te include New 
— he the rotien borough of Nevada in 
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ect would furnish every community in the 
country with funds for supporting the public 
schools at the rate of about $1 per capita, 
and would relieve the farmers and house- 
holders of more than $60,000,000 of direct 
taxes. The whisky tax would continue to be 
paid without murmur and without sense of 
burden by the individual consumers; many a 
district in the country would be released from 
a heavy tax which itis now paying to support 
the common schools, and evury State, as well 
as the United States, would be assured the 
rapid increase of intelligence ic its citizen- 
ship,which is the most important support for 
a Republic. This is a measure which favors 
no section and no glass in the country. itis 
for the common benefit of the people of all 
races and sects, and it is proposed to attain 
this benefit without adding to the burdens of 
taxation, but eveu by relieving the country 
of more direct ana more oppressive taxes. 

The issue is fairly made between the Logan 
bill in the Senate and the Carlisle bill in the 
House. The question is whether $60,000,000 
of the Government revenue shall be donated 
to the distillers and waisky-dealers or em- 
ployed for the maintenance and enlargement 
ot the public-schoo! system. There cannot 
be the slightest doubt what the verdict of 
the. American people would be if the 
question could be submitted to popular vote. 
But it is in the hands of Congress. There it 
will be obscured, distorted, and misrepre- 
sented. The bill for the reduetion of the 
whisky tax will be incorporated by the Ways 
and Means Committee in a general bill for 
the curtailment ofother internal taxes which 
ought to be cut off. The partial reduemon 
will be urged on false representations, and 
the fact will be concealed that the total ex- 
tinction of the whisky tax is the real object 
in view. The attorneys of the high tariff in- 
terests of Pennsylvania will join hands and 
strength with the whisky lobby in order to 
sustain burdensome taxation by releasing a 
taxation which nobody feels. But Senator 
Logan should secure an able coadjutor in 
the House who will keep the question clearly 
before the public—whetier $60,000,000 of 
revenue shall be surrendered for the benefits 
of the whisky-men or retained for the cause 
of popular education,

Tue whisky lobby at Washington proposes 
that in case it cannot get the tax on that 
article wholly repealed it will insist on hav- 
ing it redueed to 50 cents a gallon, which will 
be equal to an annual reduction of revenue 
of $25,000,000.

Shall Con- 
gress vote that sum out of the whisky tax, 
or shall that $25,000,000 be given to whisky- 
dealers and the deficiency be made good by 
increased taxation on the country?

ABANDONED AT SEA. 
SUCH WAS THE FATE OF THE STEAMER 
BAHAMA. 

New Yorn, Feb. 15.—The British steam- 
ship Glenmorag, which arrived from Cal- 
cutta tedey, had on board eleven members 
of the erew and two passengers belonging to 
the steamship Bahama. of Quebec, which 
was lost on last Friday in latitude 82 
30 north and longitude 72.15 west. Capt. 
Astwood, two second-class passengers, and 
seventeen members of the crew have prob- 
ably all beep lost. The Bahama left St. 
John, Porte Rice, for this port op Feb. 4 at 6 
o’clock p. m. All went well until the even- 
ing ef the %h, when the wind increased 
in ferce and the sea rose rapidly. 
The barometer feil, and a heavy storm burst 
on the steamer at midnignt. At 3a. m. a 
large sea rolied up from the starboard and 
broke over the vessel, throwing her on her 
deam ends. The starboard bulwarks were 
swept away, and the two lifeboats on that 

side were carried away. 
WATER POURED DOWN INTO THE ENGINE- 
ROUMS, 


putting out the fires, and Capt, Astwood now 
found that the vessel was unmanageable. 
At 4 lock the Captain ordered the two re- 
majning life-boats to be lowered. A 
white. map who was a ~second- 
eabin passenger was seen returning to 
his state-room to save some property which 
he had left there. This man was washed 
overboard and drowned. The Captain, with 
another second-class passenger and fifteen 
members of the crew, got into one boat, and 
the first and second officers, with two cab- 
in passengers and nine men, manned 
the other. The Captain gave his chief officer 
a compass, and tuld him that Bermuda was 
315 miles to the eastward. He also gave bim 
the course to steer in order to reach Savan- 
nah.

POTATOES AND CABBAGES. 
LARGE IMPORTATIONS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
New Yorks, Feb. 15.—Sinee the widdle of 
November the importation of potatoes from 
Great Britain and Germany has been steadily 
increasing, until now we are getting from 
2.000 0 3,000 tons of potatoes a week, the 
Anchor, Cunard, State, Inman, and 
White Star Lines bringing from 
500 co 1,500 tons of potatoes in each vessel. 
Owing to this wholiy unprecedented busi- 
ness, which, so far as the oldest produce 
brokers can remember, has. never been at- 
tempted before, the cost of freight transpor- 
tation from Liverpool has advarced 50 per 
cent in the last four months, the rate now 
being about 83 ‘shillmgs a ton. The 
cost in Liverpool from 
$15 to 820 a ton, according to quality, and 
are sold here at.90 cents or $1 a bushel, The 
best potatoes cast, delivered in New York 
warehouses, after all expenses of freight, 
cartage, commissions, insurance, etc., are 
paid, ‘ 
ABouT $35 A TON. 
There is a duty of 15 per cent a bushel upon 
potatoes, which protects American farmers 
to the extent of 45 cents a barrel. The price 
of potatoes in this eity, instead of decreasing 
under the influence ot foreign competiticn, 
is higher now than whey the importa- 
tion began. Produce dealers say 
that, had it not been for the 
Englis# and German potatoes, the price in 
our markets would be about double what it 
is now. The high price of cabbages, from 
$15 to $30 a hundred wholesale, nas led to 


large importatious from Germany. They are 
brought in crates, and some sauerkraut is 


imported ready pickled in tierces.

ITS CONTROVERSY WITH MISSOURI. 
Nuw York, Feb. 15.—Vice-President Duff, 
of the Hannibal & St. Joe Railroad, says 
Judge Miller's recent decision in the suit of 
the road vs. the State of Missouri contains 
as much that is favorable to the company 
as upfavorable, and leaves the 


company a comparatively small one. 
He says the situation is as follows: The 
State hag issued $3,000,000 in 6 per cent bonds 
in aid ofthe road. The road has paid the 
State $5,000,000. The road claims the use of 
the $3,000,000 by the State offsets the payment 
of interest on the State’s bonds. The State 
claims it offsets it only to the extent of the 
interest earned on the $3,000,000, The ques- 
tion becomes 

MERELY ONE OF DIFFERENCE IN INTEREST. 
The State has a large amount of 6 per cent 
5-20 bonds outstanding, now subject to call or 
liable to be called within a very short period. 
The Missouri Legislature passed a law last 
winter for the purpose of appropriating this 
83.000.000. That law required the State 
officers to apply it in redeeming these 5-20 
bonds. The $3,000,000 can thus be used, the 
greater part of it immediately, and the re- 
mainder of it within a very short time, in 
exting uishing 6 per cent indebtedness of the 
State. I suppose the State officers will now 
of course comply with their own law, and 
that, in the meantime, there will be no claim 
against the railroad company except for the 
difference of interest.“

and, when rich and poor, capital and labor, land- 

lord and tenant, might create and enjoy, in 
fair proporuon., the bounteous harvests of a 
fertile land. Since then a bundred yeurs hive 
gone by. and the patriots’ hope is yet unfulniied. 
Still Irish misery and disorder shame the reputa- 
tion of Engiand and mock the civilizadon of 
Europe.

Address of Mr. Joseph Medill. 

The second toast was “The Dungannon Con- 
vention,” which was responded to by Mr. Joseph 
Medill as follows, being frequently applauded: 

In responding to the sentiment before me, I 
am obliged as an Ameérican, born and bred, to 
regard it from an American pointof view. My 
remarks may, therefore, prove less acceptapie 
than if the toust had been assigned to a country- 
man of Grattan. O Connell, and Wellington. 

“Where is Dungannon, and what was the 
convention?’ is the common inquiry of Amer- 
icans. Comparativety few of them have any 
acquaintance witb Irish history. Few Amer- 
icuns Know anything about the volunteers 
of 1780, or what they accomplished, or 
ever heard of such a — as Dun- 
gannon, or of any thing important 
thai huppened then. English history is taught 
in our schools and colleges, and Americans are 
nearly as familiar therewith as with their own. 
England is called the Mo‘her Country, and we 
it is true that our language, literature, and laws 
are derived from that country, yet scarcely a 
majority of our population can trace their de- 
scout to England. 

Many millions of Americans are of Irish blood, 
but the history of the country of their origio is 
almost unknown tu them. I bave supposed the 
chief reason to be that it is a mournful history. 
and cannot be read wi pleasure or studied 
witb sutisfaction. At is*a narrative of unsuc- 
cessful strugwies for national indepen- 
cence, disappointed bopes, perpetual fal- 
ures, religious persecu dons, cruel 
ovpressions, wit fi bardly a gieain of sunshine in 
centuries of misery, puverty, and wreichedness. 
Seen in this lignt by the American student is it 
any wonder that ne shuts up the book and re- 
fuses to investigate Irish andals? 

Yet there is one brief chapter of Irisb bistory 
that may be perused with pleasure and protit— 
the record of the Irish volunteers and what the 
did at Dungannon 100 years today. t 
marked au epoch in the chrunicies of that un- 
fortunate land. and the result of the delibera- 
tion of the chosen representatives of 30.000 
armed and uniformed Ulster volunteers may 
just be called the Irish Declaration 
of Independence, and Henry Grattan the 
Tuomas Jefferson of the convention. It 
Will require a few words of preface by 
by way of explanation to lead up to the doings 
of tbat remarkable body which may not be de- 
void of interest to those unfamiliar with the 
history of Lreiand. 

The irish had a nominal Parliament after the 
Revoluuon of 1688 which lasted until 1800. But 
it was a poor apology for a legis!ative body. No 
Cat&plic was permitted to sit in it, and, finally, 
nous but members of the established churcb. 
The Uathbolics were disfranchised in a body, and 
in 1719 the Test act was passed, which stripped 
the yterians—wbo constituted two-thirds 
of the Protestants of the islaud—of all their re- 
ligious and political ts.

Under an alleged danger of a French invasion, a 
battalion of volunteer bome guards was raised, 
armed, and equipped in Belfast April 19, 

The movement spread like wiidire 
Ulster and other parts of 
Crowds of young 
thronged to the marketplaces to joio 
these Wide-Awakes.“ Inatew moutbs, in spite 
of ali the coid water the Tories could thruw on 
the movement, 30,000 men in Ulster alone bad 
procured muskets, swords, pistols, ammunition, 
and uniforms, and were driiling night and day 
under the instruction of returned Lrish soldiers 
from the American War, who bad served their 
terms of enlistment or were discharged for 
wounds received. These espoused the popular 
cause with alacrity and drilied the volunteers 
with zeal. A Commander-in-Chief was elected— 
Earl of Charlemont. Henry Grattan, the peer- 
less orator, was Colonel of one of the regiments 
and a member of the Irish Parliament. He saw 
that the bour had come to atrike a blow at the 
British provibitory tariff? restricdons, and tbe 
volunteers were drilling and organizing to sup- 
port his demand. 452 — 

When the Irish Parliament met in 1780 the 
Lord-Lieutenant made a apeech of courtly notu- 
ingsin reply to some taffy King Geo had 
seut over to bis “ dearly beloved Irish subjects.” 
Grattan moved an amendment and su rted it 
in a speech of sur ine eloqueuce. e said ia 
hisamendment: “We beg to represent to bis 
Majesty that itis not by temporary expedients 
but by free trade alone that this nation is now to 
pe yepusmed from the prevailing stagnanon and 
ruin.“ 

Tue volunteers poured into Dudliu by thou- 
sands. On the vecks of their canuon bung the 
placard: “Free Trade cr ——.“ Grattar’s 
amendment was carried unanimousiy. ‘The 
Tory members da not vote against 
it. I will not tire you with details, but the 
British Parliament upon = caiculation of 
the consequences of refusal, passed a bill re- 
pealing the destructive pruhibidons on Irish 
trade, inciuding that on woolen manufactu 
and the bill was signed by the King. Thus d 
the Tories, yielding tw fear of the volunteers, 
uudo the work of avarice and injustice. 

The Dunwannon Convention was the logical 
sequence of the previous action of the irish 
volunteers. It was the next step in the libera- 
tion of Ireland from “durance vile,“ and no 
time was lost in building it. 

The restora uon of the freedom of trade was 
received with lively joy by the whole peopie, 
but eg | was tempered by sulicitude for the 
future. hat security bad they that Great 
Britain with recovered strengt 
reliopose the ovrohibitions which 
repealed on petitions carried on the points of 
50,000 bayonets? Sade stillt claimed che right to 
legisiate for Ireland as she pi and stili 
treated the Sister Kingdom as a mere depend- 
ency—a sort of confiscated colony whose duty it 
was to pay taxes without representation to 
Great Britain, tithes co an alien Church, and 
rents to Angio-Norman robbers. 

Oo the lden of April, 1780, Grattan introduced 
into what was left of the Irish Parliament his 
famous Deciarasvivon of Irish Rights, and sur- 
ported it with a speech which Grattan alone 
could make, deciaring it to be the sense o 
House “that the King, Lords, and Com- 
mons of Ireland only are competent to 
make iaws binding on the people of 
this realm, and wat we will not obey 
or give operation toany laws save oniy those 
enacted by the King and Parliament of Ireland. 
[Applause.]

Irish Rights continued to ring in St. Stephens 
and could not be stilled. But the British Gov- 
ernment paltered. aad trimmed, and evaded the 
rugged issue. 

Grattan gave the word to hold a great military 
wonvention at Dungannon, a little town in 
Tyrene, in the heurt of Ulster, overlooking 
Lough Neagb. The day tixed on was Feb. 
15, 1782. Each military organization was 
requested to send two de:egates, and 143 Dattal- 
ions responded to the call. representing . 000 
armed aud uniformed men. They marched into 
the Church of Dungannon this day 100 years 
ago, and we, many ot us the descendants of the 
volunteers, are assembled bere this ovening to 
celebrate the event and indorse the platform 
they adopted. Col. Irving presided as Chairman, 
Grattan was the master-spirit, and Flood and 
Charlemont his seconds. The substance of the 
resolutions forined and adopted was as follows; 

lL. They insisted on the (challenged) right of 
armed citizens to meet and d.scuss political 
grievances. 

2. That a claim of any body of men other 
than the King, Lords, and Commons of Ireland 
to make laws to bind the Kingdom is uncunsti- 
tutional, illegal, and a grievance, 

That the British laws limiting the rights 
and powers of the Irish Parliameat are unvon- 
stitutiona! and a grievance. 

4. Tout al the ports of Ireland are by right 
open to all countries for purposes of commerce 
nut at war with the King, and that any burdens 
or obstructions thereon, save ouly by the Par- 
liament of Ireland, are unconstitudonal, legal. 
and a grievance. 

5. That the Irish courts must de independent 
and not under the writs and jurisdicdoa of the 
English courts. 

6. That the right of private judgment in mat- 
ters of religion is equally as sacred in others 
(meaning Cathol.cs) as in ourselves (meaning 
Protestants). 

7. Kejoiced in the relaxation of penal laws 
against their Catholic fellow-subjects. 

duch in substance was the platform adopted. 
Otner resolutions were also pussed inviting the 
people of the three other provinces to indorse 
the Dungannon resolutions, and piedgmg them- 
selves to press these deciaurations of rights on 
the British Parliament uutil they were accepted 
by it. [Applause.)] 

The work of the Dungannon Coavention was 
ratified all over the island. Every corps of vol- 
unteers indorsed the resolutious. Vutunteering 
received a new impetus and spread ail over the 
other provinces as it bad already in Ulster.

“The Dungannon resolutions constitute the 
charter of Lrish freedom, embracing all the 
points necessary for perfect independence of the 
country, legislative liberty, control over the 
army, religious equality, and freedom of trade.”

Address of Bishop Fallows. 

The Irisn Volunteers was responded to by 
Bishop Fallows as follows: | 

Mn. Paesipent AND Guerre: An En- 
glishman by birth, a thorough American citizen 
by adoption, and an Irishman by courtesy; 1 
giadly respond to the toast just read.

The Irish votunteers struck the keynote of all 
true national freedom and of ire 's inevita- 
bie future when they declared that they beld 
the right of private judgmeut in matters of re- 
ligion to be equally sacred in others as in the m- 
Selves, and when they belped wipe out forever 
the unspeakably infathous pe laws against 
their Catholic breibren. at movement of the 
volunteers touched the very core of Ireland's 
need, the want, not of 8 but of organic 
life.

It was the afliirmation of the 
truto, coming out still clearer through the lapse 
of a hunared nes which has just been reaf- 
firmed oy an Irisbman of Irishmen, a pieader of 
consummate skill and persuasiveness for 1 
autonomy.

They 
claimed as the very essence of their liberties 
their own God-given birthrigat, the privilege of 
being bound by no other laws tban their uative 
legisiature sbuuld enact, and yet they bad no 
dream of separation from the British Empire. 

The most brilliant threads in the warp and 
woof of the Engtish ovation are those of the 
eloquence, the minstreisy.and the beroism of 
the ir.sh people.

Grattan himself said: “Lam desirous ve 
all thinga, next to the liberty of the country, 
not to accustom the Lrish miod to an alien or 
suspicious babit with regard to Great Britain.”

Mr. Noyes responded as follows: ,

The panic which has been raging in other com- 
mercial centres for the past week or more 
whisked into the Chicago Board of Trade yés- 
terday, and probably spent itself, leaving the 
boys a little scorched, but not so badly burnt as 
they feared they would be when the “shake- 
up first made its appearance. The excitement 
on Change has not been rivaled since the col- 
lapse of the several brokerage and com migsion 
houses who were forced to lie down last 
September by the failure ot their Cincinnati 
customers to“ pony up margins. Yesterday 
the murkets opened stronger, as a sort of an 
offset to the big break of the evening before, 
and the buils began to have courage, but prices 
suddenly gave way under beavy offerings of 
stuff, and it was soon whispered arouud that one 
of the heaviest firms oo the board— 

H. O. KENYON a CO-HAD FAILED. 
Then the excitetent became intense, and be- 
tween che yells of the mob and the grand rush 
to sell a panic set in which soon exhibited liseif 
in all the markets. 

The excitement was greatest in wheat, which 
was most affected by the failure. This market 
opened at $1.214 seller April, and advanced fit- 
fully to Sl. & to $1.22%, falling back to $1.20\, 
aod rallying to $1.21%. About noon the sus- 
pension of the above firm became koown, ana 
the market fell off suddenly to $1.17%, a drop of 
nearly tive cents from the bighest price of the 
day, and of four cents from the close Tuesday 
evening. The market was wild to a degree 
which beggars description. Orders to sell 
poured io from alli quarters, and the holders of 
tne property were called on fur margins till it 
seemed as if few of them would be able 
to stand it. Rumors were afloat affect- 
ing the standing or several other 
rms, some of them among tbe lurgest on the 
fioor, but buppily when the smoke bad cleared 
away it was found that ooly one bad heen forced 
to the wall. The telegraph olfices were fuirly 
deluged with orders coming from all parts of 
the land. and the anxious faces of brokers and 
oid-establisbed business-men indicated too 
pidinly that they feared the consequences.

They 
dropped nearly 7be on pork, 4c on wheat, and 20 
on cora before the movement was arrested. At 
about 12:40 the tide turned, and there was a 
sharp reaction later. The “day's do Con- 
sisted of heavy sales on account Of outside 
longs, and involved suspension to one leading 
firm, besides difficulty to many. The 
firm referred to is suppose 1 to have been long 
on nearly 4,000,000 bu wheat, besides some corn, 
but this may be an exaggerated estimate. It is 
understood that they expect to be able to pay 
up in full, and resume speedily. The amount of 
money put up on calis for margins was very 
large, but the amount called for amd not posted 
was not small. Many holders preferred to sell 
out, and some were forced to do so, as the mar- 
kets broke away so fast that they did not 
dare to risk the course of events while waiting 
for responses to telegraphic requests for cash. 
Our receipts of grain were again very small, 
but the foreign markets were lower. St. Louis 
was early reported to be passing through aa- 
other crisis, and the general tinancial uncer- 
tainty helped to shake confidence in the prices 
ot produce.

Groceries met with a good demand, and, ex- 
cepting an he decline in sugars, previous prices 
were sustained. Butter and cheese were quoted 
as before, as were also dried fruits, canned 
goods, and fish. Qils were in good request at 
iuli prices. Pig-iron remains quict and steady. 
Coal was dull at the recent deciine in prices. 

There is no change to report in the condition 
of the broom-corn market, which is fairiy act- 
ive.

The County Treasurer at Detroit En- 
gaged in Conversation by a Stranger 
While a Companion Gets Away with 
His Cash.

Detrroit, Mich., Feb. 15.—About noon today, 
while Mr. Crosby, County Treasurer, was alone 
in bis office in the city-hall, two men entered, 
and one of them asked to pay a tax on some 
property. The one who spoke apparently hada 
severe cold, and moved around to the window iu 
the counter where lay the books, when he de- 
liperately took outa box of iqgzengers, taking 
one for his cold. Mr. Crosby went to che window 
and opened the books slowly. expecting the tax- 
payer would give a description of his property 
as soon as be could clear his throat. At this 
linstan.t he happened to cast bis eyes over his 
eft shoulder and saw the other man inside the 
counter at the money-drawer with a lot of bills 
in his hand. The fellow made for the outer 
door, with Crosby in hot pursuit, end escaped, 
although the Treasurer chased him through the 
most frequented street of the city for a square. 

When Crosby counted up he found that the

But Concede Ten Hours Work and Seml- 
Monthly Pay-Days. 


The Trouble Is Practically Over and Peace 
Reigns Again. 

Yesterday at Puliman was much more quiet 
than the state of affairs the day before seemed 
to promise. When Tun TRIBUNE reporter ar- 
rived on the grounds, there was a general air of 
idleness to be noticed, a crowd of perhaps 10 
men were gathered around the Paymaster’s 
office, and a squad of Hyde Park policemen with 
Capt. Hunt at their head were standing quietly 
around; otherwise the aspect of the scene was 
very much as usual. Upon inquiry it was found 
that the crowd was composed mainly of the tin- 
ners, carpenters, plumbers, and painters. The 


inside carpenters, who work in the carpenter- | 


shop proper, were found to be at work, The 
bricklayers showed no signs of dissatisfaction, 
and with their “helpers ""—amounting in all to 
about WO men—were working steadliy. They said 
the 10 cent round-trip ticket was a fair one; 
they deciared they had taken no part in the 
strike and did not intend to do 80. 

The crowd around the paymaster's office grad- 
wally increased. Most of the men had their 
working suits under their arms and their kits 
in their hands. They stepped, as fast as they 
came up, to the window and either received 
their wages up to date, or took their time,” as 
they express it. 

Some excitement was caused by a rumor, 
which rapidly spread, that the company had for- 
bidden the men, after receiving their pay, te 
stay on the grounds. The rumor proved to be 
false. It probably started from the fact that 
the men were requested to hurry up with their 
business, decide upon their course of action, and 
then to go to work or leave the grounds. 

At hailf-past 10 o'clock about 150 men pro- 
ceeded to the market building, where Tuesday's 
meeting was beid, and were called to order by 
Mr. D. A. Gray, who has previously acted as 


Chairman. 
THE MEETING 


was marked throughout by good order and gen- 
tiemaniy behavior, and while there was evi- 
dence of deep and earnest feeling, there was a 
sort of rough good humor shown by au. Mr, 
Gray began by requesting that there suould De 
no smoking in the building,as its untinisned 
state and the presence of shavings added to the 
danger, and said that the insurance on the build- 
ing was light. It is safe to say that nowhere in 
the world outside of the United States could be 
seen such a spectacie as the orator of a crowd of 
indignant strikers beginning his speech 
by an appeal like this to his hearers. 
“Otherwise,” said he, we may remain bere 
as long as we are quiet and orderly. And now, 
gentlemen, I first want to ask if the committee 
of yesterday are here.“ Most of them answered 
to their names, and messengers were sent to the 
plumbers and the workmen in the carpen ter- 
shop. The speaker then went on: “1 see with 
regret that we are not 80 strong today as we 
were yesterday. Now. it there is anything 1 do 
believe in, it is in workingmen standing up for 
each other and sticking together. What does a 
few days’ work amount to when our future is at 
stake? If we have not enough manhood and 


grit to fight against oppression; if we have not 
heart enough to stand together, we deserve 
whatever we get. 

“In a moment I'll ask 822 that knows 
about the relation ot capital and labor —some- 
body that can teil you about what the laboring 
man eg and what he consuwes—to speak. 

“ What we want is equalization between the 
man who is worth his tens and hundreds of 
thousands and the man who sustains that man, 
and who can’t keep the patches off his clothes. 
[Appiause.] 

“We can only accomplish this by united effort. 
One mau must support and st „ another. 

“In our business (carpentering) it is bard to 

hold ali together. There are different grades of 
workmen, and their pay u different in propor- 
ton. Look at the unjust difference between 
the wages of the carpenters and the bricklay- 
ers! 
Now, can we belp ourselves? In New York 
the unions control the trades, and maintain a 
just proportion. We find the unions every- 
where. The capitalists organize everywhere; 
why shouldn't we? They organize to heip 
each other and to break down our organiza- 
tions. Every big monopoly, if it can't get us to 
work for them, sends to the old country for 
workmen; they send for- abs.“ They bold out 
to them the hove of bigh wages and luxury. 
They get them in a place, and then they fix it so 
they can’t get a mile from that place to save 
their lives. Some of us know this, some of us 
have been through it, and only escaped by leav- 
ing some bad debts behind us and skipping out. 
[Laughter and applause.) I want to assure you 
we have the heartfelt sympathy of every or- 
ganization in the country lu our trouble, and if 
we don't give in the unions everywhere will 
back us up. I earnestly hope the carpenters— 
every single one—will stick. [Applause,] 

“It will take but a few cents apiece to telegraph 
the news all over the country—to every union 
in the country, There will be a meeting tonight 
in the city at 192 East Wasb ou street—let’e 
all be there and we will pull through all right, 
The fare they want to charge us is a terrible re- 
duction in the va aman who gets only 27% 
cents an hour. ow can we stand it and live 
and maintain our families? What shall we do? 
[Ories of We'll quit.” No work.“ ] I await 
your decision as a body.” 

THE DECISION SEEMED TO BE 
decidedly in favor of striking work, ami the 
speaker finished up as follows: 

„Well, then, geutiemen, let's pack up and go. 
We'll go and get our money, and get outof Pull 
man. If we do get beat, let's fight like men, 
Don't molest the men who are working; per- 
suade them if you can, but keep within the law.“ 

At this point word was received from the 
plumbers that their ultimatum was, No tickets 
no work.” This announcement, of course, called 
forth prolonged cheers. 

The crowd then called for “Prentice,” who 
mounted the lumber- pile and said: 

“ Boys. I'm a tinner, and there's no hummin’ 
and hawin’ about us. We have demanded an 
increase of 10 per cent to pay for our tickets, 
They won't give it to us, and we're gomg to 
quit. Do one thing or the other—get your pay 
and leave or go to work.“ 

Mr. Henricks, representing the company, 
then asked to be beard, and said: Gentlemen, 
if your meeting is over I would like to say a few 
words.“ With perfect good humor be was per- 
mitted to speak. and continued: 

don't wan'tyou to consider the action of 
the company as an act of oppression on the part 
of capital against labor. t has simply come to 
this: We want your services just as you want 
our money; but we cannotafford to pay ail of 
yourfare. It is an enormous expense, and we 
cannot stand it. If you do not believe this, you 
must do as you think best. While we are sorry 
to your services, for you are good work- 
men, we do not feel that it is right for us to pa 
more than half of your fare. © Can't do it 1 
we would.“

to get their pay and pack up theirtools. The 
reporter left on the 1:0 p. m. Lilinois Central 
train. At that time all was quiet. Quite a num- 
ber of the workmen took the same train, but the 
majority of those who had decided to quit work 
waited till night and came up together. 

Mr. Grey—the principal speaker of the day— 
bemg interviewed, said nothing more would be 
done at Fullman in the matter by the strikers. 
Whatever was to be done would be arranged at 
the meeting in the city. He said their general 
plan was to obtain help from the city orwaniza- 
tions, telegraph to the workingmen's assecia- 
tions in the large cities, and endeavor, by pub- 
lishing notices to that effect, to keep all 
mechanics and laborers away from Fullman 
until the matter was settled.

I would say that the 
Marion Trust Company, of Indianapolis, Ind., 
transacts a peculiar business, and bas under- 
taken to extend its operations into this State 

Its plan, as advertised, is as follows: For 
Class D it issues certificates of membership 
in consideration of the payment of $10 admis- 
sion fee, $2 quarterly dues, and $5 assessment 
for each maturing certificate when the member- 
ship is 240. When the membership is larger, the 
assessment is proportionately less. Each cer- 
tificate matures one year from date of issue. 
The compauy agrees that at the expiration of 


one year from the date of the certificate it will 


make the assessment therefor and set aside one- 
half of 1 per cent of the amount received from 
such assessment for the use and expense of the 
company, and 1 per cent thereof for 
the protectiuu fund. The certificate which 
I have examioged does not state what disposition 
is to be made of the remaining 9844 per cent of 
the amount received. 

Furthermore, the company is not an incor- 
porated institution, but a nership concern. 

In view of these facts, | concluded to inter- 
pose my jection to the operation of this 
scheme in this State, and instructed that suit be 
commenced against the agents of the company 
in Decatur.

Unitarian Belief as Outlined in 


On the Occasion of His Induction to 
Unity’s Pulpit. 


„Nhe Exiled Pastor in Advance of 
His People.’’ 


The Installation Charge to Mr. unn. 

Amidst so much gathering up of opinions ut- 
tered since the recent break, it may not beamiss 
to recall what was said beforehand. Tun Trrs- 
uN® has therefore looked up the report of the 
“oharge” publicly given to Mr. Miln on his m- 
staliacion as minister of Unity Church, Janu- 
ary, 1881, and part of whicn was printed at the 
time in the columas of Unity, the Western organ 
of Unitariauism. The passage which is of inter- 
est In view of recent developments is as follows: 

Let me say first of all,” said the preacher, 
addressing Mr. Milo, “ that the fellowship into 
which I welcome you is a fellowship of freedom. 
I want to emphasize this and at the same time 
to explain just what it means. Absolute free- 
dom, of course, does not exist in human things. 
All codperation, of any kind. involves some sur- 
render of liberty, some sinking of one’s own in- 
dividuality. It is so in the home; it is so in the 
city; and to some extent it must be 80, also, in 
the church. For a minister and people to 
work happily and usefully together, there must 
be a certain amount of agreement as to what 
they both meun, a certain uuity of conviction 
and of aim. This kind of general agreement has 
to exist ina Unitarian cnurch as in any other; 
and where the minister and the people in one of 
our churches find that they have somehow 
fallen hopelesiy out of tuls necessary concord 
they will have to part. As a fact entering into 
the conditions under which this concord has to 
exist, these churcpes of ours have grown up 
with certain ideas pervading them; they grew 
up indeed out of the desire to uphold these 
ideas—believing them to be true. From the 
main lines of these, which have got us the gen- 
eral name of Unitarian,” I do no think there is 
any likelihood of our back. That God is 
one Infinit Life—our Heavenly Father; that 
Ubrist, however divine we may hold His wissivn, 
is not a God to be worshiped, but a Savior 
to ve loved and followed; that man is 
not so much fallen as imperfect; that 
salvation is not a mere policy of insurance, but 
actual present growth in righteousness; and 
that universal saivation, if not a provable 
dogma, is a legitimate and irresistible hope—we 
are not likely to go back from these great 
thoughts, for the thoughtful mea of all churches 
are tending to them, Sv that our churches stand 
for them witbout hesitation or misgiving. And 
yet they do not bind themselves or one another 
to do . Here comes iu our freedom; even to 
these great thoughts we give no definit, binding 
shape. We do not put them in our trust-deeds. 
We do not ask any member if he believes them, 
nor make any minister promise to preach them. 
As a matter of fact, here is about where we are— 
and wo are here pretty strongly and uamis- 
takably. But we leave it to every man to 
judge for himself whether be is enough in 
sympathy with us to come in among us. And 80 
of the ministry. If a minister tinds bimseif suf- 
ficiently in sympathy with our general spirit and 
working to feel that he can work freely and 
heurtily among us—so be it. We ask no pledge 
of him: we put him through no examination; 
we only ask to know if his spirit and power are 
such as to make bim a real heiper of sou! and 
conscience—and it it is so, we bid him weicome 
in God's name to any church that calis him. 
Surely this is about the largest ible freedom! 
It has absolutely no artificial limitations—no 
oreed, or test, or council, or church eourt. Its 
limitations are only those natural limitations 
which arise in the very nature of religious co- 
operation—viz.: that nis freedom be used rev- 
erentiy toward religion, and considerately to- 
ward his peopie and his brethren. 


A New chureh in Chicago, 
New York Times, Feb. 4. 

The Rev. Dr. Miln, pastor of a Uaitarian so- 
ciety in Chicago known as Unity Church, whose 
puipit was filled many years by the Nev. Robert 
Collyer, now New York, has recently gained 
a good deal of notoriety by preaching a sermon 
in which be announced that he did not believe in 
the existence of God or the immortality of the 
soul. His bearers may be presumed to have had 
the usual Unitarian dislike of orthodox theol- 
ogy, but they appearto have been startled by 
the extreme liberalism of their pastor, and, it is 
said, have since suggested to him that he had 
better resign. Mr. Miln has admitted that he is 
“a lchg way in advance” of the other Unitarian 
preachers of Chicago, and he has probably dis- 
covered by this time that he is also somewhat in 
advance of his own congregauon. 

It ien pity that while setting forth so cleariy 
as he does what the Church of the future wik nut 
do, Mr. Miln did not give his hearers some idea 
of what it would do. It is rather difficult to im- 
agine in what the services of a Church which re- 
jects Gud, immortality, and the sacraments, and 
will practice neither prayer, praise, nor the 
reading of the Scriptures, will consist. At first 
cee it seems as if a sermon by the Rev. Mr. 

Un will be the only service recognized in the 
Church of the future; but if 80, io what respect 
will that Church differ from any other audience 
assembled to hear any other man lecture? The

orks of M. Comte, but Mr. Miln’s future 
Chucch would regard the positivist forms of 
worship as being little, if any, better than the 
forms of Christian worship. Yet we must 
believe that the coming OCburch of which 
Mr. Miln is the forerunner will have 
some sort of ritual Probably it will 
manufacture one by the easy process of revers- 
ing the Prayer- Hook. Thus Mr. Mun might de- 
gin the service by sey ing. “There isn't any 
Lord, and consequentiy He isn’t in any holy 
tm pie.“ and then remarking that it is of no con- 
sequence whether the Scriptures moveth us or 
not, be could exhort his hearers not to waste 
time in confessing their sins, nor to accompany 
any one to any alleged and quite impossible 
throne of heavenly grace. Treated in this way, 
the Prayer- Book gould be made to teach an im- 
mense amount of unbelief, and would thus em- 
cleutly serve what seems to be the only imagin- 
able purpose of the Church of the future.” 
The mere agnostic who holds that we cannot in 
the nature of things know whether there is any 
God or not is content to leave the question un- 
settled, but Mr. Miln claims to be in advance of 
the agnostics, and bolds that the bulk of the 
testimony is against the existence of a personal

Mr. Miln’s congregation is said to have been 
shocked at bis atheistic declarations, but after 
ail there is no good reason why bis sermon

It bad 
substituted the lecturer for the priest and mere 
ceremonies for tbe sacraments. There remained 
to it as authority for the belief in a personal 
God and in a lite beyond the grave only the pos- 
sibility that somewhere in the Scriptures is con- 
tain a certain vague amount of revelation. 
Why then should the members of the society be 
shocked when Mr. Miln added somewhat to these 
negations of Catholicism and of orthodox 
Protestantism? Mr. Miin certainly seems an ab- 
surd figure regarded as a minister of any church, 
but he is after all a man who bas had the cour- 
age to follow his principies to their logical con- 
clusion. Whence can the man who rejects the 
revelation of the Church and denies the infaili- 
bility pf the Scriptures derive any satisfactory 
proof of tne existence of a personal God or of 
the immortality of the soul, and why snould he 
waste bis time in prayer or any form of worship?
